wage increases totaling about 
000,000 a year were the awards to­ 
day made

railroad labor board. 
Union heads went into session al­ 
most immediately after the printed 
decision had been made public. They 
expecied by their ajnrroval or disap­ 
proval today or tomorrow to indic­ 
ate whether the 
public 
may move 
ahead now or continue 
to l>c ham­ 
pered by strikes. 
The commission’s awards were on 
an hourly basis ranging from Id to 
ICj cents per hour for more poorly 
paid workmen to an average o f 8 to 
10 eent> tor higher officials, such as 
trainmen and enginemen. 
The increases will approximately 
average from '20 to 2« jiercent. The 
demands uiade by the unions ranged 
from 30 to ru» percent. 
Judge Barton, chairman 
of 
the 
rail labor board, following the an­ 
nouncement 
o f 
the 
labor board*« 
awards, said: 
"This award in the end will have 
to lie paid by the public and there­ 
fore will result ¡n increased freight 
rates.” 
"Operation of the railroads 
was 
difficult and some time 
was impos­ 
sible with the demands of the rail­ 
road worker" still unanswered,*’ he 
declared. .
